Appeal In Ohio Case 


The M anufacturers Light & Heat 
Co. won a $2,996,926 rate increase 
in Pennsylvania Tuesday and to­ 
day went before the Ohio Supreme 
Court to argue for restoration of 
higher charges for its Eastern Ohio 
custom ers. 
The Pennsylvania Public Utility 
Commission at H arrisburg granted 
the utility about half the sum. $5.- 
864.639, asked in petitions f i l e d 
nine months ago. 
The increase will affect 229.316 
consum ers in 22 W’estern Pennsyl­ 
vania counties, including Beaver. 
The com pany’s apportionment of 
the increase among domestic, com ­ 
m ercial and industrial users will 
be known when M anufacturers files 
a revised schedule of rates before 
Sept. 7, when the higher rates be­ 
com e effective. 
The Pennsylvania PUC is ex­ 
pected to rule this week on the 
application of the Peoples Gas Co., 
which serves the Midland district, 
and later on the request of the 
Equitable Gas Co . another Pitts­ 
burgh area supplier.

Turmoil In Brazil 
In tile quarter of a cen tu ry that Getulio Vargas 
ran South America's largest republic with a 
heavy hand, death never was more than a 
pistol shot away. This week, it closed in. Whether 
the Brazilian strong man took his own life or 
was forced to end his career by an assassin is 
unimportant. His time had run out. 


There is good reason to believe he would not 
have found life worth living without the position 
he had occupied so long and even better reason 
to believe he had no chance to regain the posi­ 
tion. Having relinquished it a few hours before 
his death by agreeing to take a leave of absence. 
his death was an anti-climax to the events that 
signalized the end of his power. 


Few North Americans arc equipped by tem­ 
perament or training to understand Latin Amer­ 
ican polities. In the absence of understanding, 
most of us insulate ourselves against the shock 
of pistol politics with heavy cynicism. But it 
is obvious that

At Daytona Beach, Ma. 
Speedway May Outshine Indiana|M)lis

SAN FRANCISCO P—In an age 
when airplanes go twice the speed 
of sound, millions of Americans 
are still more thrilled by seeing 
how fast horses and automobiles 
can race around a track. 
Why? 
“ People 
are 
interested 
in 
all 
kinds of speed today.” said big 
Bill France, a kingpin of the thriv­ 
ing stock car racing industry. “ But 
to get really excited over it they 
have to be close enough to see and 
feel it.” 
France, who stands 6-feet-4 and 
weighs 230 pounds, built his own 
racing car as a rawboned kid of 
20 back in 1929. He drove in 75 
races in the days when the rewards 
came in the form of thrills and 
peanut prizes. 
But the sport, first popular in 
the South, started 
mushrooming 
across the country in 1938. and its 
starvation times seem over. It s 
big business now. 
Big Bill is president of the larg­ 
est organized segment of the in­ 
dustry — the Nation Assn. f o r 
Stock Car Auto Racing. 
“ This year there will bt- some 2.* 
OOO events on IOO tracks in all 
parts of America.” he said. “ Close 
to 8 million people will pay from 
7 to IO million dollars to see them. 
“ Tile big wheels in the auto busi­ 
ness are getting interested now. 
Some people are even 
building 
stock car racing stables, just as 
they do stables of racehorses. Paul 
Whiteman, for example, has a two- 
lcar stable.” 
Some 4.000 drivers now’ compete 


(regularly in stock car races on a 
(national point rating system. Lead­ 
ing drivers fly by plane from one 
1 track to another. 
“ At 
least 
four drivers should 
earn $25,000 in prize money this 
year.” France said ‘ And probably 
20 more will do better than $15,000 
‘‘The national winner, in addition 
to his prize arid bonus money, can 
also count on at ^.t $20,000 more 
for personal appearances.” 
Tins possibility of earning up to 
$50.CHK) in a year has attracted 
many drivers. 
The Kentucky Derby of the stock 
car speed field is the Labor Day 
race at Darlington, SC., which 
pays $30.(KHI in prizes this year and 
is expected to draw a gate of $150.- 
000. 
But plans are underway to build 
a two million dollar track at Day­ 
tona Beach, Fla , a project which 
France and his fellow promoters 
hope will enable them to put on 
contests that will make the AAA’s 


annual Indianapolis S p e e d w a*- 
classic look like a turtle race. 
‘ The Indianapolis track was built 
40 years ago. 
he said. “On almost 
any modern track now they can 
use the same equipment and go up 
to 40 miles an hour faster.” 
In one race in which he partici­ 
pated. France s car turned over 
and over several times, and he 
had a number of ribs pulled loose. 
It was his only injury in 75 times 
at the wheel. But big Bill doesn't 
like to dwell on the perils of the 
trade. 
Just as horse racing is tradi­ 
tionally defended as a wav to “ im­ 
prove the breed.” so motor car 
.stock racing has its moral plat­ 
form. too.

Immunities which other organiza­ 
tions enjoy. 
For example, it cannot under 
this law have candidates on a bal­ 
lot in federal elections for Con­ 
gress or the presidency.

"Hie atomic energy bill opened to 
private enterprise Lhe git wing—if 
still somewhat remote—promise of 
a brand new industry, new pay­ 
rolls and a promising new source 
of electric power for industry. 
The act broke the governm ent’s 
monopoly on atomic energy by per­ 
mitting private firms to own atom­ 
ic 
reactors, 
which 
will be the 
“ furnaces ' for generating electric 
power: to own and use nuclear 
m aterials; to sell by-product atom­ 
ic m aterials to the governm ent; 
and to obtain patents on their own 
atomic inventions within certain 
limits. It also permit* freer ex­ 
change of atomic information with 
Allies. 
The bill became a battleground 
for the hottest and longest debate

Friends of public power tried to
